DietMeister Tips 



by Jeff Jones. A few changes for DietMeister (my digital 
baby, published on this issue) users. First, the calories given for a 
5 mile run and one hour walk weren't accurate enough. Here's 
data that can be put to better use. Whether you walk or run, what 
matters is how far you travel, the distance traveled equals the 
work done. The work done equals the calories burned. Speed is 
only a small factor. For instance a 160-pound man who runs a 
10:40 mile burns 99 calories forjiis efforts. If he weighed 220 
Is, he'd burn 135 
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calories. In order to burn twice the calories, the runner would 
have to run twice the miles — at either pace. 

If you're interested in tracking activities with DietMeister 
and you weigh 160 pounds or less, enter 99 calories for one mile 
whether you walk or run that mile. If you're a 220 pounder (or 
around that), enter 135. Don't forget to enter negative helpings 
when combining activities with foods. 

For daily use you can combine all the foods you've eaten 
and then examine the dish. Don't save the file after you've done 
this unless you want a permanent record of the day's intake.

Jeff: That's hard to say. It's a toss up between GEnie 
and Delphi, both of which have strong Commodore 
support. I'm on GEnie, as my Internet address 
suggests, but I've been in the Delphi Commodore 
arena more recently than GEnie' s Commodore 
section, Known as the Flagship. This is because I've 
been locked out of it for the past two years or so due 
to a tiff I got into with the sysop, John Brown.

How can a paying user of a net NOT be able 
to access the Flagship area? Isn't that a little silly? I 
mean you are using a C-64/128 to call or are you 
using an IBM? Regardless you should be able to 
access it. 

I find that a little weird. I kinda liked GEnie 
when I was there last and may rejoin it to expand my 
C= support base. 

Jeff: It is indeed a silly situation, but nothing can be 
done to undue the stain on my handle. Only John 
Brown has the power. Up until the point I was 
locked out, John has warned me that my email was 
insulting (Email which I have a full archive of). But 
insulting Email is a system-wide offense, not a local 
one. Instead of complaining to GEnie that I was 
sending insulting Email, I was locked out of the 
flagship the next time I "bumped into " John Brown 
(JBEE). Our last Email was so terse that I dared not 
speak a word to him in the RTC room. I didn 't even 
speak publicly. I was sending private messages to 
Brenda Gann, asking if she had received my mail yet. 
I was nailed in an online "sting" when I publicly said 
goodbye. I said not a word to John Brown. 

After a "full review, " GEnie refused to force his 
hand. They refused to look further into it even when I 
informed them that my lockout violated written terms 
of service, which starts at temporary suspension 
and/or "read only " status and escalates to permanent 
lockout or termination of all service if the 
misbehavior persists. I was warned by other sysops 
that GEnie would politely stand behind any action of 
its sysops, even in cases like these. 

The only time it bothers me is when I need to 
download a C-64 tool and can 't do it. I end up 
having to ask another user to Email the utility to me. 

To this day I don 't know exactly what I was accused 
of when I was locked out of GEnie 's flagship area. 
Here's the last Email I received from John Brown, 
unedited except for spacing:

I am sure Fender understands your message. You 
think by now you would not seek to cause anymore 
friction between Loadstar and Parsec and make a 
bad case worse.

Your account is now locked out of the Commodore 
page and your account has been put in READ only 
for the BB and your FF is being removed. This is 
being done to prevent any further damage to the 
relationship I have with Fender/Loadstar.

JEFF: Since then I've been 100% absolutely 
locked out. When I say "The newsletter calls, " I 
mean that I had better get working on the 
newsletter. It's more polite than saying "This is a 
slow room. I'm leaving. " As you can see in his 
letter, I was supposed to have meant something 
nefarious or personal when I said goodbye. Can 
you find an offense in the text? Can you find an 
accusation? 

But it was good enough for GEnie. 

That morning I also got a letter from R.KNOP, an 
assistant sysop to John Brown. His unedited letter 
speaks for itself:

I have to admit to being completely befuddled by the 
conflict between you and JBEE recently.

For 
instance, the latest thing that's been echoed has 
JBEE reacting violently to your mere [mention] of 
the LoadStar newsletter, literally. If there isn't more 
going on here, then I'm having a very hard time 
understanding the overreaction. 

Anyway, from what I've seen of this, it sure looks 
like you're getting repeatedly nailed, even when you 
sit back, admit you're wrong when you probably 
think you aren't, and try to patch things up. I sort of 
hope that there is more to this than I've seen, 
because otherwise I'm having a severely hard time 
understanding JBEE's actions. I got into an online 



fight myself (with lower stakes, since it wasn't the 
representative of a major C= publication fighting with 
the sysop of the Flagship and another C= publication). 
In that, it sure felt to me that rationality left the area 
very quickly, and that the other individual in the fight 
was a paragon of unreasonability. 

The real reason I am writing this to you though: I've let 
JBEE know that I think I'm pretty much out of the C128 
and geoProgramming game.

I did get your mail message some weeks back saying 
that LoadStar was looking for GEOS programs, and I 
have to admit, that gave me enough of a kick to 
seriously consider keeping going with the 
geoProgramming for a little while. Even thought about 
one or two interesting programs that I might be 
particularly qualified to write- but the truth is, the time 
and energy considerations that have led me to pulling 
out of the C128 game are still there.

Last word on this from Jeff: I asked Tim to please 
explain why I was locked out since he did a "full 
review. " He never got back to me. GEnie 's reaction 
to this matter is the only thing I hold against the 
operation. Other than memories of this matter, I find 
GEnie quite useful for now. 

From: RANGE ROVER 

I was just wondering if, now that CMD has 
announced the February Release of the 10 and 20 
Mhz Super64 CPU Accelerator boards, is Loadstar 
going to test one of these out when BETA versions 
are available... if so are you guys going to test it on 
your BBS there... I would sure like to know long 
before I make a purchase of a unit like that for this 
BBS, I'm running IMAGE here. 

Jeff: We'll most likely test the CPUs on our own 
systems to see how much they help productivity and 
to become familiar so that we can review them. We '11 
probably buy one later for the BBS. I currently use 
the 4MHZ accelerator whenever I weed the BBS. It 
can save me a half hour or more. CMD says they are 
keeping in contact with Image BBS authors for 
compatibility. I urge the Image makers to 
reciprocate. Compatibility is all but guaranteed by 
making sure networked BBSs are both operating at 
the same speed when sharing data. 

Today I was editing a large Chinese Horoscope 
program, which had hundreds of lines to be edited. I 
would list a section of code and insert one CRSR- 
RIGHT before each line printed. Trouble was each 
time I pressed RETURN, it took two seconds to 
process the line. It became quite tedious waiting so 
much. I think I waited a total of ten munites. 30 
seconds total would be better at #20MHZ!
